LECTURE BY CAPTAIN. G. C. ANDERSON, 
This ufternoon, in tho City Hall, Captain 

G. ©. Anderson lectured undor the auspices 

of the Navy Lesyue on ‘Some Reasons 

why ‘we should’ give’ our support to the 

Navy League.’ 

Commander W. 0, HL. Hastings presided 
At tho outset, the lecturer enforced upon 
hia hearers, the fact that the role of the 

Navy League was to educate the peuple: 

It tuck rio cognizance of the political ereod 

of its members, among whom woro found 

men of all partics—UConservative, Liberal 
and Radical—who had sunk party for what 
they felt to bo the general good of tho 

Empire. The Navy League desired to 

strengthen the hands of the Government, 

not to ‘dictate to those in authority regard- 
ing the details of tho administration or 
organization of tho naval service. It de- 
sired tv keep public attention concentrated 
on the Navy, in order that there might lie 
no scares, No hasty meoasutes adopted 
and no waste of public money, a8 had 
hoen the caso from time to time in 
the naval history of Great Britain.

fund for.the ‘protection of British com- 

merce; und gave his-opiniun aa to how the 
general publio, through the Navy League, 
might be alle to assist the Government in

FORFIGN CAPITAL IN JAPAN. 
THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


* Tho question of the introduction of 


foreign capital continues to bo discussed 
earnestly by tho vernacular press, The 
advocates of effecting that end by logaliz- 
ing tho tenure OF shures—as of banka ond 
companies—by foreigners seem to be in- 
creasing, but it is difficult to chink that 
they fully reolizo the valuo of their own 
arguments, ‘Tho plain, incontrovertible: 
fact is Chat Wo foreigner will put his money 
into Japanese entorprises unless he can 
havea genuine voice: in their management 
and control. There are plenty of Japanese 
companies which declare fat dividends, and 
have declared fat dividends ever since they 
commented ‘operations. We have not the. 
slightest doubt.that many of them are ‘per- 
fectly sound. Bat which? It, is in the 
nature of things that they cannot all be 
“How is the foreigner to 
make a selection? - An Englishman, when 
locking for an investment, is guided in 
great, part by the nsmea of the promoters 
and directors. If he himself han a seat 
on the board of directors, the caso is 
different ; but if ho is an. ordinary person, 
merely seeking some profitable and safo 
way of gotting a return from hia capital,. 
he attaches’ very great, even paramount, 
imnpoftance to the auspices under which on 
investment da commended to the public. 
That kind. of-safeguard is searcely possible 
in Japan. «There aru, iudeed, a few names 
of leading Japaneso merchants ond bankers 
whoso association with any undertaking 
would have much weight with foreigners ; 
but, on the whole, it would be idle to ask 
Europeans or Amoricans to placa their 
monoy beyond the reach of their own 
supervision. Of course 4 company guar- 
anteed_hy the Government would bea 
different affair, and that is what the ad- 
socates of inviting foreign shareholders 
recommend. But how could the Govern- 
ment guarantee any particular companics? 
How could it, why should it, discrimi- 
nate? And if a Government guarantea 
ia tho desidersatum, why do not foreigners 
invest in five-per-cent. Goveroment 
bonds? They- would engerly purchese 
five-per-cents isaued by the Govern+ 
ment of the United States, or of Ger- 
many or of, France, but they seem 
to have no liking for Japanese securities, 
If they will not buy public loan bonde, 
neither willthey buy the shares of Com- 
panies. That is cortain, In our opinion 
two things are necessary in order to find 
amarket abroad for Japn’s national scou- 
tities. One is that they should he guaran- 
teod against taxation} the othor that thoy 
should not be redeemable uniess the holder 
wishes to sell—that, in short, the Govern- 
mont’s soperstans of amortization should 
bo limited to bonds offered for sole, as is 
the cago in England. If those two mon. 
sures were taken, ve aie? publio socurl- 
tios would cartainly find foreign . buyers, 
but as to obtaining any large sum of foreign 
capital quickly and cheaply, a national 
loan will probably be found to ba the only 
feasible method: —vapan Math
